A few moments before he 
left the meeting, Glenn was 
asked to again assume chair- 
manship of the committee 
and meet with plaza officials. 
Glenn threw up . his hands 
and said, "No, I wash my 
hands of the whole thing. 
I've been stabbed in the back 
enough.'' 

This was the second -board 
meeting at which Glenn had 
given the committee report 
on the negotiations with the 
plaza. lie again reported that 

. a majority of the committee 
favored honoring their or ig- j 
inal agreement with the. plaza 
and vacating the forty-foot 
atrip,* with the provision that 

~ the "'property -will— remain 
open, unfenced public park- 

. tag. 

--.Jtfeihbers.of the committee 
" favoring that-tho property-be 
vacated are Glenn, chairman, 
Dave Nissen, and Elnar Peter- 
sen. The fourth member, Ray 
Toft, Is opposed to the move, 
although he voted in favor 
of it a year ago when plaza 
-officials first made tiro' re- 
quest. v . r • 

Toft and Cunningham how 
contend that the agreement 
. made with plaza officials a 
year ago provided that the 
plaza be allowed to lease the 
land. 

This has since been found 
illegal. The village board 
must advertise the property 
for bids by any interested 
parties if tlfey wish to lease 
It. . 

For this reason, Fred Wal- 
pole asked the board to vacate 
the property in favor of the 
plaza, pointing out that the 
plaza had agreed to give a 
thirty foot road through (lie 
south end of the plaza to the 
village parking Jot for the use 
of the public. This would 
join a 30 foot road through 
the south end of the parking 
lot, creating a through lane 
from Hillside to Broadway, 
relieving traffic congestion. 

Opposition from Mayor 
Cunningham and Ray Toft 
developed at that time. In 
meetings since, board mem- 
bers in favor of vacating the 
40-foot strip have pointed 
out several reasons that they 
favor the move: 

11. The board agreed to 
this concession one year ago 
and should honor the agree- 
ment because plaza promot- 
ers have proceeded on the 
assumption that they would 
have the use of the property 
for parking. Dr. Vcrnicren 
and FrWt Walpolc have point- 
ed out that desirable tenants 
will be' lost and the progress 
of the plaza stymied without 
the promised property. 

Ernest Glenn read the orig- 
inal minutes, detailing the 
agreement, at last night's 
board meeting. A certified 
copy of^these minutes was 
given plaza officials a year 
ago, to present to prospec- 
tive tenants. 

The original motion pro- 
vided that the board would 
"give lease or title to" the 
Plaza of the forty feet. 

At the next board meeting, 
the minutes were amended 
to read that the hoard would 
lease the property. However, 
plaza officials were not noti- 
fied of the Change, 

2. Board members Glenn, 
Petersen, Williams and Nis- 
sen have pointed out that 
they can see no objection to 
the move, and considerable 
benefit to the village. If the 
property is vacated, plaza of- 
ficials will pay to have it 
blacktopped, maintained, and 
cleared of snow hi the win-

In its present status as vil- 
lage property, the village will 
have to blacktop and main- 
tain it, and wl 11 receive ,no;

Mayor Cunningham read a 
petition at Tuesday night's 
board meeting asking that 
the forty feet of land not be 
given to the plaza. -The pell:

The plaza, he said, 
is giving a 30 foot road for 
the-public_uge_Ui_ rough their 
property in return^ ~ •? 

Roger William pointed out 
that if use of .the forty feet 
is not madeav allable to the 
plaza, they would "now be un- 
der . no obligation to dedicate 
the thirty-foot through road 
on the south end of their 
property. This, he pointed 
out, would mean that custom- 
ers would leave theyvpjaza by, 
the. Hillside entrance, thus 
drawing more trade away 
from the business section of 
Antioch and encouraging the 
flow of business to the west. 

Contacted after the meet- 
ing and asked why he had not 
seconded Mr. Glenn's motion 
to vacate tjie property, Mr, 
Williams said that lie wanted 
the motion carefully drawn 
up and legally worded to 
cover the provisions imposed 
by the board before being put 
to a vote.

They have 
an obligation .to keep the most stringent check on 
every penny received and disbursed. 

An easy going attitude in tho financial ac- 
counting of the money intended for charity can 
be worse than dishonesty.

Poor Vision May 
Cause School Drop- 
Ouls, Says Dr. Duear 

The nation today is faced 
with the over Increasing prob- 
lem or school drop-outs, said 
Dr. Albert A. Bucar. Presi- 
dent of the Lake County Op- 
tometric Society. 

While educators search for 
the answer to this problem, 
it Is Interesting to note that 
more than 80% of all school 
tasks are bused on vision. 
This statistic is particularly 
important when one under- 
stands that four out of ten 
grade school children arc vis- 
ually handicapped for ade- 
quate school achievement. 

Vision is the key to a child's 
whole development. Not 
only school achievement but 
personality, posture, and ad- 
justment to life are closely 
integrated with vision devel- 
opment. 

The value of school vision 
programs Is unquestioned, 
for they- provide a great ser- 
vice in general screening, 
But parents must understand 
that these tests are superfi- 
cial in nature and not intend- 
ed to replace a full vision ex- 
amination. 

An alert teacher is one of 
the best deterrents to poor 
vision among school children, 
but parents must nls.o be 
aware of the symptoms of 
vision deficiency, such as 
frowning, excessive blinking, 
headaches, and poor coordin- 
ation. 

Dr. Bucar went on to rec- 
ommend that every parent 
practice preventive care by 
taking their child to a vision 
specialist at least once a year 
for a thorough vision, exam- 
ination. Tula is one way* be

The $13.50 figure 
also covers the cost of alt 
normal fixed equipment, as 
woll as -the cost of ,n 400-ton 
capacity air conditioning unit. 

The school, James B. Con- 
ant High, Is one of the first 
In this area with a central air- 
conditioning system using na- 
Jti Ual gas, thus m aking It use- 
able oiv a yoar 'roUffd~basis7 
and providing a more suitable 
learning environment during 
a conventional school year. 

Educators fool that cooling 
of classrooms in the .warm 
fall weeks just after school 
opens and in tho late spring 
weeks, helps students to bet- 
ter concentrate on their stud- 
ies. 

•The same energy,- natural 
gas, will also be used to heat 
the new high school In winter 
months. , 

According fo Erie Jones,' a 
member of the architectural 
firm of Fridsteln St Fitch, 
Chicago, the school was de- 
signed as a square structure 
to minimize outside wall area 
and thus hold down both 
construction and operating 
costs. However, there Is no 
"boxy" look about the hand- 
some school which contains 
52 classrooms, 16 ' without 
windows and 30 with less. 
than six linear feet of glass 
area on the exterior wall.
